Problem description 

One of the main issue during an MPEG decoding is the bandwidth management. On a central Bus architecture, each step of 
. the MPEG decoding generates more and more data, and so that an explosive growth of the bandwidth needed for the decoding. 
A huge bandwidth consumption means that the real time constraints become harder to reach. 




Principe of operation 

This invention consists in a generic and flexible implementation of an arbiter. 

The invention consists in a better use of the data structures which transmitted from one block unit to another. 
One of the Variable Length Decoder (VLD) unit task is to generate MPEG DCT blocks by reading the input bitstream.
